The Chairman expressed his great 
regret, which he knew those present 
shared with-him, that the Governor waa 
not present. He called on Mr Coan to 
make a short statement as to the posi- 
tion of Good Templara in the Colony. 

Mr Coan, who was recoived with 
much enthusiasm by the audience, begat: 
by exprossing his great rogret that the 
Governor was not present. He was 
sorry that some one more able than him- 
eelf to discharge the duty laid upon him 
had not been chosen ; yet there was some 
Bppropriateness in calling on him to re- 
present the Causa, for he had been travel- 
ling now in foreign lands for 21 years, 
during 18 years of which he had been a 
total abstainer. Being connected with 
the Military Service he was ont here at 
the opening of the firat Lodge in Sept. 
1864. The speaker then went into 4 
history of the Order from the time of ita 
institution in America, tracing the origin 
of the title “Independent Order of 
Good Templars,” the visit of Mr Joseph 
Malins to the States in 1867, and the 
subsequent introduction of the Order 
into England. The first Lodgo was 
started in England {in Birmingham) io 
1868, on the 24th of September. It 
very rapidly spread in the United King- 
dom, and in 1874 it reached Hongkong, 
and a Lodgo was act on fot here. The 
Order had since continued to progress 
here, and thero were now 120 to 130 
membera, The memborship of the Order 
was at the present time 300,000. There 
wore also Juvenile Temples in which the 
young were enrolled. They numbered 
a miilion or about that. Joseph Malins 
remained at the head of the Order for 
some time; ho was Secretary to tho 
Supreme Council of the Order and, by the 
last mail, he was head of theOrder. Tle 
Order waa governed by a supreme body 
which wag known as the Right Worship- 
fal Grand Lodge of the World, Thero 
wore also Grand Lodges having different 
juriadictions under which the varioua 
subordinate Lodges held. The principles 
and objecta of the Order were,—(1)} 
total abstinence from intoxicating drink; 
(2) the total prohibition of the manufac. 
ture, importation and sale of intoxicating 
drink, and (3) that the members should 
do all in their power to reduce the in- 
temperance now ~prevalent. There was 
also the principle of cquality and 
universal hrotborbood ; this dil not in- 
terfere with positions in life outside the 
Lodge, Both sexeg were admitted to tho 
Order, Tn Malta, in 1872, he saw a 
Lodge oonducted by a lady who had be: 9 
at ita bead for two years, and to tho 
credit of her sex be it said he had nevor 
seem a Lodge better conducted. There 
were three principal questions which 
wore put to those who sought admis. 
ion. to. the Order ;--{1at) beliof __ in. 
Almighty God og the ruler and governor 
of all things ; (2). long tife pledge not to 
use intoxicating drink ourselves, nor (4) 
to give or offer it to others, There were 
certain other rules and regulations 
no one of which the initiate was assurcd 
conflicted with hia duty as a citizen or 
otherwise, A Lodge was composed of 
14 members or 14 office-bearers ; these he 
named, explaining their duties; he 
also explained the different degrees ; the 
first, ge badge) ; the aecond (blue) ; 
the third (purple); the officers wore 
scarlot. No Lodge could be opened 
without the Bible open in ita place in 
the Lodge, from which the Chaplain might. 
read 8 portion without comment, The 
Lodges were always opened and closed 
with prayer. They had also signs, gripa 
and pasa-words to prevent imposture 
and to enable Good Templars to distin- 
guish one another all over the world. 
He remarked in conclusion ou the power 
the Order was becoming in the Btate, and 
remarked that the passing of the Local 
Option Bill to which the Governor had 
alluded was no doubt greatly due to the 

‘ efforta of the Ggod Templara in the 
recent election. _ 

Rev, Mr Booth, the Chairman, made a 
few happy and sppropriate remarks, 
supporting the cause of Temperance and

He said,—‘* On one occasion Mr Cope left 
some bank notes outside the money safe and 
forgot to look them up, and I did not take 
some away to spend.” [ said, ‘How can 

ou do it?” He said, “1 have a method, 
f yon should have a similar opportun- 
ity you need not be afraid of taking 
some away. Give them to me and I know 
how to use them. I have a method of get- 
ting the name signed.” I said, ‘* Wait till 
the time comes and I will sco.” On fhe 
4th August, after 6 o’clock, when the offica 
had been closed, I found that Mr Cope had 
loft a packet of $2,500 on a table outside the 
Bank-note eafe. When I saw this, ro- 
membering what Leung King Nam had eaid 
to me, I took away the packet of notes. On 
the name evening Leung King Nam came to 
see me, I told bim what I had done. At 
his request I showed him the ‘packet of 
notes. He said,—‘‘ One signature is awant- 
ing in these notes.” At his suggestion I 
counted the notes and found that there 
were $2,500. He said,— Give the notes 
to me and I will sign them.” I gave him 
the notes, and he went away with them. 
On the following day he camo again and 
asked me for some English ink, some quill 
pene and some pon nibs used by Mr Cope. 

got some and gave them to him. He sat 
for a short time aud then left me, Before 
he left he said,—‘‘ Leave the matter to mo, 
Jo a day or two I will go up to Canton. I 
will not sign them here but at Cantov. 1 
must practise for a few days before I sign.” 
The next time I saw him was on board the 
Kiukiang steamer. He then said to me, 
“Ti there should be any news about this 
matter, either inside or outside the Bank, 
you need not be afraid but write to me. 
After I have signed and got everything 
ready I will write to you and you will come 
to Canton immediately.” I then left the 
steamer. On August 2let I received a Set- 
ter from him in his own hondwriting, in 
whioh he said that everything wan ready, 
and that I was come to Canton as soon aa 
possible. I was requested to burn the let- 
ter after I had read it. 80 on the 24th 
August I went up to Canton. On the 25th 
1 sow him at the honso of Fan 
Pik Wan, his brother-in-law. He said 
to mo,—‘ The matter is done. You 
come to-morrow or some other day to get 
the money. How much is enough tor 
you to spend?” J said,—It docs not 
matter; more or less.” fe said, —*' You 
can come to-morrow and get $100. Don't 
spend much; if you get much you will 
spend all and people will begin to suepect 
you. Leave the money with mo, and | will 
aotupa business and the busincas will be- 
come yours and mine.” I said,—'' 50 much 
the better.” I stayed and had dioner with 
him. After dinner he accompanied me to 
the Kwai Ki Wharf. [ got a boat and went 
away. On 27th August about noon I went 
to the house of Fung Pik Wan again and 
saw Leong King Nam.

Kelat-{-Ghilzal, Aug, 24

The village 
of Mallah Sahidabad, uoder the ritge, ani 
between it and Karz hill (? Kazbanak Chi- 

il}, was first stormed by Genoral Mac 
pherson, the enemy Jeaviog 20 dead. ‘the 
92ud Highlanders and 20d Ghvorkh 8, lead 
ing the assault, lost heavily. In tt 6 furmer 
regiment Lieutenants Mevzirs aud D -nald 
dtewart were wounded. Macphorson’s 
Brixado then moved along the svuthern 
slope of the ridge, while General Euker, 
with the 72nd Aizhianders, Suh Ghoorkh.s, 
2od Sikhs, and Srd Sikbs, worked through 
the net-work of walled enclosures directly 
upon the Pir Paiwal village, The enemy 
were taken by surprise at this plan of at- 
tack; but fonght most obstinately, many 
Gharis being killed.
